“The boat wee well equipped 
with Hfe boats and if the meinbers of the 
crew had not been chock full of manliness 
they might have saved themselves and let 
the passengers perish. But, thank good- 
ness, they were not that kind of men. But, 
Just think of it!

He de- 
clined to gc into details with me and only 
said: * You want to see Mr. Krebs.’ I asked 
Krebs tie same question. He said: ‘We 
have a large force of men who look after: 
such matters and I don’t think your in- 
’ FJorma.ion is of any use to us.’ 

_ "TT. then. went to see Mr. Renshaw. I 
called three times before I saw him. He 
said that he had a large corps of men whe 
knew ali that was necessary for them to 
know about car repairs and that he didn’t 
think my information would lead to anything.
